Judge O'Doherty, the first 
apoaker, said thsy were gathered to 
voice Kentucky's sentiments on a 
great question "and voios thsm in a 
becoming manner." He told ot the 
reported atrocities of the English 
against tke Irish, of the evento in 
Ireland during the last three years, 
and doniod that tho Irish Issue is a 
roligious question. Ho denounced 
the acts of the "Blacks and Tans" 
and Um j^Qceot actlrUius in Piirll%: 
ment, where, he said, protests 
against British rule In Ireland were 
ehaagad into reaolutions of commen- 
dation. "The Irtoh spirit Is bound 
to rise triumphant," he said in con- 
clusion. "Ireland remains as al- 
ways, unconquered and unconquer- 
able, and this despite Lloyd George 
.'ind Sir Edward Carson." 

JudRC O'Doherty upon motion an- 
nounced the following Committee on 
Hesolutlons: Thomas Walsh, JauicK 
B. Thompson, George D. Todd, 
Owon Sullivan, Dr. William Ii. l)o- 
herty and .1. .1. Kavanagh. Ho next 
read letters from Judnc Waitor P. 
Lincoln aud Gov. Morrow, regretting 
that they could not attend. The 
reading of the letter of America's 
greatest Jonraaltot, Hon. Henry Wat- 
terson, who Is ill at his home in the 
country, evoked the long continued 
ain>lause of the vast assemblage. 
.Mr. Watterson's letter was address- 
ed to Judge O'Doherty. 

Following la the letter received 
from the Governor of Kentucky: 

"My Dear O'Dohoity: In replying 
to your lett.T of ."Vovcmbor 
which reached me for tousidoiallon 
on Monday, I am moro than sorry 
to confirm my telegram by stating 
that an engagement of great impor- 
tance and considrable delleaey has 
rendered It impossible for me to bo 
with you at the meeting at the 
0)-p8y Smith Tabernacle, as outlined 
In your letter. The Irish people lb 
their doKire for self-government 
havo always had my deepest sym- 
pathy. I am Irish enough myself 
to long for the day when the Irish 
people, who have for centuries 
fought the battles of freedom 
throughout the world, shall enjoy 
for themaalvao the right ot aelf-gov- 
emmeat aad Belt-determination.

HOB. Sdward ' J. McDermott. 
former LlenteBaat Ooveraor ot Ken- 
tucky, also addressed the meeting. 
He denied that the Irish question 
was a religious question. Mr. Mc- 
Dermott said the Irtoh have been 
fightlig for liberty for 1,400 yoars. 
England, he declared, has placed a 
strong censorship on news from Ire- 
land. The right ot small nations to 
self-determination was mentioned. 
"The American people do not want 
to wrong any other people," he said, 
"nor bo slleat abeetators to out- 
ragaa oa the waakest aatloa." He 
also polated to tha fact that as a 
rssult of Brittoh misrule and cruelty 
Ireland haa lost one-half of her 
population during the past csntury. 
At the elections held In December, 
1918, In compliance with a law 
passed by the British Government 
l,t07,151 votes were cast for an 
Irish republic and self-determina- 
tion, while only 308,713 votes were 
east for the status quo. represented 
by the Unionist party. Only one 
voter in fivn, he said, voted for 
Brittoh rule. Mr. McDermott re- 
gretted that while "the Buglish lore 
t lord, there are so many Americana 
who seem to love a lord even more 
than the British do." ime speaker 
quoted a nnmber of noted Bnglteh- 
men who have openly denounced 
England's policy toward Ireland, 
told of the appointment of a com- 
mittee of English laborers to inves- 
tigate the situation In Ireland and 
of a aimllar inveatlgatlon being 
conducted in his country. 

Tha laeelutlons, adoptsd by unan- 
tmoaa Tota. ware quite lengthy, aad 
whUa Talatag the horror ot Ameri- 



cans at England's policy In Ireland, 
declared for a world-wide economic 

boycott against British comnwroe, 
British merchandise, business and 
trade of every kind; life, fire, bond- 
ing and accident insurance now con- 
ducted by British agencies. If 
England persists in the course 
which it seams to have set before 
Itself in the matter of Ireland. They 
also instot that tha world now, ss 
perhaps aeTur before, longs for 
peace, and we oaa aot help regard- 
ing It as a reiproach to the boasted 
Intelligence of tho age that a 
prompt and pearoful .sulutlon of the 
centiiriod quarrel wlilrh threatens to 
engulf both Ireland and England In 
bloody strife has not ere now been 
found. Since, however, It is evi- 
dent that Ireland's irrepressible as- 
piration for self-government is her 
sole offense, England must answer 
to the world if that offense is made 
the occasion tor bathiag Ijrelaad 
once more in the blood and tsars et 
her children." 

The meeting closed with the sing- 
ing of "God Save Ireland" and the 
Old Kentucky Home."

The speaker advised his hearers 
to read carefully tho bill and to de- 
rldi- for thomselvef! whether they 
want the school to be placed under 
Federal control. 

The Smith-Towner bill was intro- 
duced in t^e United States Senate by 
Senator Hoke Smith, Georgia, Octo- 
bei^ 10. 1918. With a few slight 
amendments the bill was introduced 
In the House by Representative H. 
M. Towner, Iowa, In May, 1919. It 
was reintroduced In •the Senate a 
short time later. It Is aow ia the 
hands of the Committee on Rduca- 
tion and I^-jbor. The bill provides 
for the Federal control of schools 
«ni(I creation of a Cabinet officer 
who shall direct the Department ot 
Education. Under the bill an As- 
sistant Secretary ot Bdneation would 
be appointed at a salary of |6,000 a 
year, which Is $7,600 lass than the 
salary of a Cabinet memb^.

"The KxseatlTs CommUitos 
of the DspartmsBt of VerraoBt," his 
letter reads, "rotsd to iastmct ths 
Adjutant to send to the nsAtoBsl 
headquarters of the Ralghts of Co- 
IvtabiM their appreeiatloa of what 
the K. of C. tiavs 4eBe for the Lo- 
gloB both dvrtat the war aad 
iteea." 



Right Rev. Joho B. Oubb. Bishop 
of Natohes, oaly rseently tretaaied 
Croat his rislt to ths Holy Father 
aod an extended tour of Bnropo. in 

w^lch be' followed the footsteps of 
the , American army from Belleau 
Wood through Cbateau-Thlerry to 
Cierge-Flufes, etc., end through the 

.\rgonne. and also visited a ceme- 
tery w-liere 27,000 American hoya 
li(> buried "that all nations, groat 
and small, should be free and gov- 
erned only by the consent of the 
governed," yalata. tUa ytetaro of 
Rhelms: 

"I Tlttted Rhelms aad its woadsr^ 
ful Cathedral. I saw the shells that 
fell in ths bntldlnt aad nerer eX' 
ploded; I saw the battered walls, 

the ruined roof, the pnlrerised for- 
tress-like towers; but Rhelms was 
fortunate that It was only battered 
by Oerman shells, and not burned 
by British Black .md Tans. Rhelms 
can bo restored — the burned towns 
of Ireland will have to be rebuilt. I 
followed tho Oerman advances to 
the Mame in 1914 and in 1918. It 
was war at Its worst, but is was not 
BO sickening as what I saw at Oal- 
wey, Tnam, Balbrlggan and scores 
of plaoes la Ireland. From Rhelms 
I went to Baglsnd and landsd early 
In August. Americans are not very 
welcome In England at present — 
Yankees and .lews are among the 
undosirabk'K. at least In London ho- 
t(<lf!. A wise American will remove 
all tags from bis trunks and let hia 
Americanism play possum while ho 
stays in England, If he wants even 
ordinary clTlllty. I eayled my trar- 
ellng companion, who had a BrttlOh 
passport, and at times be pKled me 
to have to show my eTldsBse of 
American citizenship. 

"Lutcr on In Ireland, when my 
car WHS held up and I was searched 
by the Ulack and Tans. I knew 
more. 1 asked the soldier by what 
authority I was held up and search- 
ed, and he gave me a very convinc- 
ing answer whan he put hia revolver 
to my face and aald. This Is my 
avthorlty.' Tbea he asksd mo by 
what anthortty I was oa the public 
road at midday, and I showed hhn 
my American passport. He looked 
at H, flung it Iwek to me ia tto ear. 
'Oh, to b — with Amoriea aad Its 
passports.' 

"I remained about a wiM>k In 
England, and even that was too 
long. It was painful to me. coming 
from Verdun and from Argonne 
cemetery, to hear that Amoiiaa 
played only oae part la the war, 
the part of proffteering, add Amer- 
ica woa oaly one Tietory, the victory 
of fleeclBg all Europe while it was 
dowB aad blseding. America is 
credited with playing the greatest 
Rkin game of history. 1 was told 
that a few American eoldlurs did 
get over to Europe, but tho li^gllnh 
had to feed thera and arm them and 
train them and protoot them in a 
few quiet sectors to which they 
were charitably relegated. I thought 
trelaad woald 1>e a healthier cli- 
mate, aad I hasteaed there. 

"At Holly head w« were thor- 
oughly searched for arms and am- 
munttton. I thought the French 
and Italians were experts in search 
Ing suit cases end hand-bass, bat 
they were In the kindergarten el 
when compared to the English sol- 
diers. Bags and trunks were ran- 
sacked; your carefully packed be- 
longings were scattered over the 
dirty, badly lighted docka, and I 
was afraid that even my safety rasor 
would bs cnafiaeated. Ladiee who 
were bringing thsir French costumes 
snd creations to rival the horses at 
the Dublin horse show got the same 
treatment, and their TeMBtaaent was 
explosive and their VOMkalaiy ex- 
hausted Webster. 

"On board thie boat to Dublin I 
spoke to an English officer who had 
enough drink on board to be talka- 
tive. He said that things were go- 
ing OB well in Ireland — that the 
murder gangs would be takea oaro 
of aooa — that Irslaad woald ssT a 
taste of war that ahe autaamd to 
shirk so far, and that after Christ- 
mas there would be no Irish «asa- 
tlon, etc. I' happened to see the 
famous Lord Frsnch on the pier at

'Knglttod's dirty work." Kingston 
Is Irsland ia nriBiature — soldiers 
and barbed wire eatanglemenu, 
black aad taas, aaHBuaitioa motor 
lorries, aad still more black and 
tans, more aoldlera. more poliee, as 
thick as mooquRoeo in our Missis- 
sippi awamps. 

"You ask me what Is the actual 
state of Ireland? You know it, be- 
cause the American papers tell yon 
of It— -and the American papers toll 
only the truth — as they get their 
Informatdoa directly from the moth- 
er couBtry — A-om England of eoatao. 
We are told that 90 tper cent, of the 
wealth aad intelllgeace of the oonn- 
try are banded together io what 
Lloyd George calls a murder gang, 
and England's 'dlrtjr duty" Is to ex- 
terminate that gang. So far, Eng- 
laad is having marked success, and 
she Is hopeful that by Christmas the 
Irish people will be driven to hell 
or to America. England Is rejoic- 
ing at bur success. All the Irish 
leaders are In prison, some are dy- 
ing there by starvation; the women 
and ebildrea are terrorised; the 
mea are hnated like baadlta from 
their own homes. Iriah towas are 
burned, factories are sharing the 
fate of Balbrlggan. By the laws 
now governing Ireland every Irish- 
man is a criminal and liable to a 
drumhead court-martial at aay mo- 
ment the army of ocBttpa^oa waats 
to get a new victim. 

"It Is practically ImposslbN* not to 
be a criminal in Ireland at present, 
for SeetlOB !• of tl)a O. O. R. A.— 
that Is, tho eode of law under which 
Ireland Is aow coveraed — states: 
'If aay persoa does aay aot of such 
a Batnre to be ealoulated to be 
prejudicial to the restoration of 
maintenance of order in Ireland aad 
aot speclfloaily provided for ia the 
foregoing regulations (and there are 
only thirty-four of thom) he shall 
b*) deemed to be guilty of an of- 
foQse against these regulations 
The power of tyranny could not go 
further. It permits the aeoaaatloo 
— consUtntes its own oonrta aad 
also makes ita own peaalties, and 
Parliameat gives it a ftee haad aad 
supplies it with ita military iastra 
ments. 

"It is no wonder thst the Irish 
Bishops wrote their fsmous letter a 
few weeks ago, and that even there 
Is a voice In England clamoring tor 
(ome kind of an investigation of the 
(rish horrors. As far as England 
goes, the work of extermination of 
ths Irish psople Is a crowning sue- 
oeas, and it is oonfldeBtly hoped by 
Uofd George. Carson and Company 
tlut tho saUoa of Irelaad will be 
ready for aaOther plaatatioa sehone 
by JannaiT at laasL
